The Pacific Islands DXpedition Group has been awarded permission to activate Cooper Island 
in the Palmyra Atoll, January 11-26th, 2016. 


A team of highly experienced operators and veterans of many DXpeditions has been assembled. 
Team members include Craig/K9CT, Lou/N2TU, Jerry/WB9Z, Tom/ND2T, Mike/KONW, 
Ralph/KOIR, John/K6MM, Bob/K4UEE, Hal/W8HC, Dick/W30A, Jim/N9TK and
